bound up with the history of Babylonia. 
The libiary of the temple at Nippur was 
lost to human knowledge about tile lime 
that Abraham \\ent out of. I'r into Pal- 
estine, and it gives us a clear historical 
selling for t h a t important event. \Ve will 
be able lo tell what is purely Babylonian 
and what is purely Hebrew.

Nippur, Dr. Ililprechl said, is TO miles 


south of Bagdad and almost east of the 
Affej swamps, inhabited liy troublesome 
Bedouins. The ruins form a large mound 
rising 100 to ^(H) feet above the desert, 
irregular in shape. A person can walk 
around this mound in an hour and a quar- 
ter. A stream divides it into two parts. 


On the eastern side is the temple of 


Baal, with the residences of the priests 
and the temple library. On the western 
side the people lived. Excavations have 
been ciuricil on by about 400 native 
workmen, superintended in gangs by ex- 
perienced nrcha'ologists. 


An interpMiug find was the great east- 


ern gate of Nippur, which dates from the 
f i f t h millennium B. C. 
The system of 


fortification of that period was revealed, 
nud nt the foot of the walls were found 
•weapons used by the inhabitants. Baked 
clay balls wore used as missiles.

Every one has heard of tho Chinese but- 


tons nnd how they indicate rank. A grout 
many people, however, have no idea what j 
tho official button is. AH Chinamen have Tradition* 
buttons about as big us a hickory nut • on ' 
the tops of thoir skullcaps, and in case of 
the common people these buttons ure made 
out; of blue or red silk thread, and whon a 
man goes into mourning they are of 
white silk. 
I 


Tbo average common 1mt is of tbe finest 


black satin, and tbe shapes of these caps 
chango from year to your. Tho Chinese 
are us particular about tlio out of tbejr 
clothes as wo ure. llioy havo thoir fuver-, 
ito fashionable colors, and there arc just us 
many dudes nnd dandies in Peking and 
Canton as there aro in London. 


The official button is about three times j 


as large as the ordinary silk button. ' Its i 
color and material indicate tho rank of the j 
wearer. It stands straight up on tho crown : 
of tho cap, and it sometimes fastens on the 
peacock feather. 
The highest button is of 


a dark red coral. Members of the second 
cluss of nobility wear a coral ball of light 
blue aud the fourth of dark blue. A uoblo 
or officlul of the fifth cluss wears a bull of 
crystal, and a mandarin of tbo sixth cluss 
has a little round ball mude of mother of 
pcurl on tho top of his cap. Below those 
como the mandarins of tho seventh and 
eighth classes, who wear big murbles of 
gold, and members of the ninth class, who 
have their hats decorated with silver balls. 


Theso official huts, or caps, fit closely to 


the head and have brims which aro turned 
up all around and extend as high as tho 
top of the cup. Theso caps aro of bluck 
beaver, und they aro usually covered witli 
a red silk tussel, which begins at the bot- 
tom aud runs out to the edges of the top. 
The laws provide ns to the kind of hat an 
official must wear and his dress is regulut- 
ed by tbe statutes. 
Tho sleeves of all offi- 


cials must be very long and come down 
over the hands,and whenevcrtho nobles anil 
officials cull on tbo emperor they must not 
have their sleeves rolled up. The idea K 
that no man win fight well with his arms 
enveloped in bags, and n would bo assassin, 
whon ho is compelled to como in on his 
knoos and have his slunes extending for u 
foot beyond his hands, would require somo 
time to prepare for action. 


Tho laws provide that certain color.0 


shall not be worn by common people. 
Only the highest nobles und tho eniperot 
can wear dresses embroidered with tbe five 
claw ed dragon. A great many of tbo olli 
cinls haio their gowns embroidered with 
dragons, and ono can tell tbo rank of n 
man by the number of golddmgons on Ms 
gown, but thusu dnigons must bo foin 
clawed, and not five.—Spare Moments.

Launching Methods. 


Tho problem that the shipbuilder has tc 


sohe in launching is the transfer of n 
huge, unwieldy, hea\y mass from terra 
firinu to the water. Smnll vessels aro sim- 
ply dragged down by vjliat Is called Hootch 
science, defined by Americans to be "main 
force and stupidity," over tho pebbles of 
tho bench or over wooden rollers, nnd such 
was probably the practice of the ancients, 
but even they hud to have recourse to mu- 
ohanical means whon their ships attained 
a curtain size. They probably used some 
sort of windluss, actuating a groat many 
hauling ropes—at least that Is the sort of 
machine Archimedes is reported to have 
designed for the purpose. 


Nowadays, in vessels of any size advan- 


tage is taken of tho energy of position of 
thn ship on tho stocks, as measured by tho 
difference of tho height of tho center of 
gravity of tho vessel on land and afloat. 
A ship Is supported on wooden keel blocks 
at a certain distance above the ground. 
In tho slow process of construction piece 
by piece of metal and wood is raised up 
and built into the vessel, and tho result of 
the sum of all these lifts is that tho gen- 
eral center of gravity of tho whole struo 
turo is many feet above tho ground, consti- 
tuting a force, available tor launching, 
just as u loose bowlder is ready to bo push- 
ed down u hill. In u certain sense, there- 
fore, wo may say that tho operation ot 
launching begins with the first step in tho 
construction of tho ship.—Robert Calrd in 
Cassier's Magazine.

A Clever 


Uses of Bamboo. 


Tho attention of builders is being drawn 


to tho value of bamboo ns a building ma- 
terial. Tho great strength of bamboo 
poles is not at all understood by the ma- 
jority of persons. It is stated on excellent 
authority that two bamboo poles, each of 
them 1 7-10 Inches in diameter, when 
placed sido by side, will support a grand 
piano flung between them by ropes and 
that they will neither sugnor break under 
the burden. Bamboo will form poles 65 
to 70 feet long and from S to 10 inches in 
diameter. A derrick, 26 feet high, made 
of 4 Inch bamboo poles, raised two iron 
girders, weighing together 4!i4 pounds. 
The wonderful lightness of this material 
in proportion to its strength has excited 
comment of late, and new uses aro con- 
stantly being made of it. 
Scaffoldings of 


bamboo have the advantage of lightness 
and strength. 
It is predicted that this, 


j material will come into general use for such 


purposes. 
An additional advantage is 


that bamboo resists decay in water ns well 
as in the earth, that the older and drier 56 
gets the more solid it becomes, and that is 
can bo grown for an incredibly small sum.

"Sir John Smith," innocently replied 


the plebe, and supposed he had obeyed to 
the letter his superior's injunction. 
For 


the next few miuutes that poor plebe's 
life was a burden to him, for all the ca- 
dets about the room 
at 
once began 


"crawling" him for his supposed at- 
tempt at facetiousness. The name "Sir 
John" stuck to him throughout his entire 
career at the academy and even followed 
him into the army. 


It has been the custom in tho corps 


from time immemorial to "devil" plebes 
cluiing their first encampment. A greut 
many of the practices indulged in are 
perfectly innocent, and so long as tlie up- 
per class men confine themselves to them 
there is little or no opposition from the 
authorities.

AT 
FULL SPEED WITH THE TRACK 
CURLING UNDER THE TRAIN. 


There are few locomotive engineers alive 


oday who have had a more thrilling ad- 
•enturu in a cab than the man who pulled 


trainload of passengers out of Charleston 
in tho night of the memorable earthquake. 
L'ho throttle) was wide open and the train 
was dashing down a long, steep grade at 
ho rate of 50 miles an hour.!. Th* pngi- 
nocr bad to reach a small station a short 
distance ahead and side track to allow an 
excursion train -for Charleston to pass. 
The local was behind time and.the engi- 
neer knew that 500 lives depetidei' on/«hi8 
jetting safely into the siding^ before'tho 
leodlight of the other train hove in sight. 
Suddenly tho earth shook, but the rum- 
bling noise accompanying the shock was 
drowned in the roar of tho speeding train. 
Without tho least notice the track under 
the train begun to quiver and move, while 
tho locomotive trembled liko a doer at bay. 
1'hu engineer thought that the engine had 
lumped the track and was running along 


tho crossties. Tho train tolled on for 


half a milo before being ditched. Kngi- 
icer Charles H. Burn was tho or.ly person 
.njured, und ho would have v-cupud un- 
lurt had ho jumped. Ho remained at his 
post, however, as if glued to tho scat. His 
mind was so intent upon reaching the side 
:r:ick that ho could give little- thought to 
tho earthquake. Mr. Bum ga\e Tho Sun 
correspondent his story. 


It was 9:25 on tho night of Aug. 81, 


1886," ho said, "when I mounted tho train 
In tho railroad yards hero and got orders 
to pull out to Suinmcrville, 80 milj-s dis- 
tant. The weather was hot, with not a 
breath of air stirring. My train started 
on time, but soon afterward wo wore do- 
laycd a few minutes. My orders rc;ul to 
sido truck at Ten Milo for a down piiHscm- 
ger excursion train to pass. 
When I got 


to n point a milo and a half from the sta- 
tion, 1 found that I had only two minutes 
to mako tho run and have the switch clear 
for tho other train. Tho chances were, 
too, that it would be on time, and I real- 
ized that I had a raoo against death. The 
track ahead of mo, however, was clear. 


Every nerve in mo was strained, for I 


know what would bo tho consequences if I 
ran in half a minute Inte. I was in this 
condition and llying over tho final stretch, 
with the throttle wide open, when tho first 
tremor of tho earth was folt. My llrst, im- 
pression was that tho engine hud jumped 
tho rail and was shooting over the cross 
tics. 1 looked back onco and saw that the 
coaches wore following all right, but the 
next Instant I know it was an earthquake. 
Tho truck under mo was jerked to one 
sldo and then to tho other. Hooked ahead, 
und tho bright glistening on tho top of tin 
shiny rail could not bo seen. A second 
glanco showed that tho rails W.PTO moved 
out of their original position and were in 
tho exact shape of a horseshoe. Tho engine 
would twitch und squirm, but it held to 
tho rail, and tho movement of tho whole 
train was very much like that of a snake 
crawling over the sand. 


"When I saw how the rails had con 


tracted. I tried to stop tho train. I applied 
tho brakes, und immediately tho engine 
jumped tho track. It was like a whirl 
wind to me. Tho cnb on the engine was 
broken olt and tho top of tho cub WUF 
thrown 80 foot, bottom upward. Arnold, 
the colored fiicman, went with it and hat! 
a close shave, but escaped unhurt. 


"It is almost impossible for me to de- 


scribe my foelings wJiilo on that rocking 
engine, speeding over rough track at tlu 
rate of GO miles an hour. 
The speed was 


not slackened by tho winding of the track, 
but. tho engine was flying to the right one 
second and to tho loft tho next and get- 
ting over tho ground so swlttly that it 
took all my strength to keop myself in by 
holding on to tho lover. The engine 
seemed to groan. 


"When wo were ditched, I was thrown 


into tho soft mud and pinned down b> 
part of tho cngino. Another shock came 
about this time, and it buriocl tho engine 
lower in tho loose sand. 
This uiado it 


harder for me, but fortunately I vas not 
burned or scalded. 
The third shock 


en me, and down wont tho engine again in 
tho sand. I could not move a limb, and 
tho heat from the furnace, near mo fairly 
made my skin fall away. A lot of fright- 
ened negHtiC's cume rushing by tho train, 
running they know not where, and I beg- 
ged thorn to get mo out. 
" ' 'Tain't no use, white man, cried one 


old fellow. 'Your time done up now, and 
wo is all gwino down togoddor. Goodby.' 


"Thoearth continued to tremble during 


tho night, or at least until 3 o'clock in tho 
morning, whon I was taken out of the 
wreck. I have boon on the road for 80 
years, but I never expect to go through 
another such experience as on that night 
of the earthquake. Nothing but tho mercy 
of God saved me nnd the train." 


Tho wreck of Engineer Burn's train oc- 


curred on the South Carolina and Georgia 
railroad ten miles from Charleston. At 
almost the same minute two other wrecks 
took place, and the only deaths were those 
of the firemen on both trains. At Horse 
Creek the heavy commotion of the water 
in a pond close by the railroad caused the 
pond to overflow and wash away tho rail- 
road. Tho train stopped soon after getting 
in. 
Engineer Reynolds swam out and 


landed high In tho branches of a tree. The 
fireman in trying to reach a limb was kill- 
ed. 


The passenger train that loft hero early 


In the afternoon for Augusta, Ga., met 
with an accident between Granitovlllon.id 
Langley. 
A largo pond by the railroad 


track broke away and submerged thp road 
lunder the train. The engine left tho track 
lin a jiffy, and in tho smushup the fireman 
was killed. Tho train remained on the 
track, and the passengers "escaped without 
a scratch. All along tho road tho rails 
•were distorted Into horseshoe Shape, bat
